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Opening Days of the New Congress 


The Sixty-eighth Congress Proceeds with Organization 


N DECEMBER 3, the 68th Congress convened in 

regular session in accord with Art. 1, Sec. 4, of the 
Constitution, which provides that “The Congress shall as- 
semble at least once in every year, and such meeting shall be 
on the first Monday in December.” In the “Rules of the 
House of Repersentatives, 1921,” the following paragraph 
appears: 
“The term of a Congress begins on the 4th of March of the 
odd numbered years and extends through two years. This 
results from the action of the Continental Congress on Sep- 
tember 13, 1788, in declaring, on authority conferred by the 
Federal Convention, ‘the first Wednesday in. March next’ 
to be ‘the time for commencing proceedings under the said 
Constitution.’ This date was the 4th of March, 1789. And 
soon after the first Congress assembled a joint committee 
determined that the terms of Representatives and Senators 
of the first class commenced on that day, and must necessarily 
terminate with the 3rd of March, 1791. By a practice hav- 
ing the force of common law, the House meets at 12 m. when 
no other hour is fixed, and as legislative rather than calendar 
days are observed by the Houses of Congress, it has followed 
that the 3d of March must extend to the hour of 12 m. on 
March 4th, and this hour has been fixed as that on which a 
Congress expires.” 

The term of the 68th Congress actually began, therefore, 
on March 4, 1923, and the members of both branches have 
had nine months in which to prepare for the active work of 
the Congress, coincident with the opening of the first session. 

The first session of the Congress, known as the “long 
session,” will continue until the work of the Congress is 
completed. The second, or “short session,” will begin on 
the first Monday of December, 1924. There is no change, 
however, in the status of legislation due to a new session. 
All legislation carries over until the Congress expires. 

The organization of the new Congress has consumed the 
greater share of the session to date, although from December 
5th to December 15th, a total of 5,519 legislative measures had 
been introduced. These have been referred to the respective 
committees, where they will begin their long journey through 
the legislative mill. 

There will be no active legislative business in either house 
until the bilis begin ing the Senate and House calen- 
dars. In the meantime the respective parties have proceeded 
with their organization, and both the Republican and 
Democratic Steering Committees have been named, as 
follows:

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The President’s Recommendations to the 68th Congress 


President Coolidge Outlines the Administration’s Foreign and Domestic Policies 


Direct Extracts from Annual Message Delivered to the Congress, December 6, 1923 


INCE the close of the last Congress the Nation has lost 

President Harding. We who were associated with him 
could not resume together the functions of our office with- 
out pausing for a moment, and in his memory reconsecrat- 
ing ourselves to the service of our country. 


Foreign Affairs 


For us peace reigns everywhere. We desire to perpetuate 
it always by granting full justice to others and requiring of 
others full justice to ourselves. 

Our country has one cardinal principle to maintain in its 
foreign policy. It is an American principle. It must be an 
American policy. We attend to our own affairs, conserve 
our own strength, and protect the interests of our own 
citizens; but we recognize thoroughly our obligation to help 
others, reserving to the decision of our own judgment the 
time, the place, and the method. 

Our country has definitely refused to adopt and ratify 
the covenant of the League of Nations. I am not proposing 
any change in this policy; neither is the Senate. The inci- 
dent, so far as we are concerned, is closed. 


World Court 


For nearly 25 years we have been a member of The Hague 
Tribunal, and have long sought the creation of a permanent 
World Court of Justice. I am in full accord with both of 
these policies. I favor the establishment of such a court 
intended to include the whole world. Pending before the 
Senate is a proposal that this Government give its support 
to the Permanent Court of International Justice, which is 
a new and somewhat different plan. This is not a partisan 
question. It should not assume an artificial importance. 
It should be discussed with entire candor, not by a political 
but by a judicial method, without pressure and without 
prejudice. 

As I wish to see a court established, and as the proposal 

resents the only practical plan on which many nations 
on ever agreed, though it may not meet every desire, I 
therefore commend it to the favorable consideration of the 
Senate, with the proposed reservations clearly indicating 
our refusal to adhere to the League of Nations. 


Russia 


Russia presents notable difficulties. We have every desire 
to see that great people, who are our traditional friends, 
restored to their position among the nations of the earth. 
We have relieved their pitiable destitution with an enormous 
charity. Our Government offers no objection to the carry- 
ing on of commerce by our citizens with the people of Russia. 
Our Government does not propose, however, to enter into 
relations with another regime which refuses to recognize the 
sanctity of international obligations. 

Whenever there appears any disposition to compensate 
our citizens who were despoiled, and to recognize that debt 
contracted with our Government, not by the Czar, but by 
the newly formed Republic of Russia; whenever the active 

irit of enmity to our institutions is abated; whenever 
ce appear works met for repentance; our country ought 


to be the first to go to the economic and moral rescue of 
Russia. : 


Debts 


The current debt and interest due from foreign Govern- 
ments, exclusive of the British debt of $4,600,000,000, is 
about $7,200,000,000. I do not favor the cancellation of 
this debt, but I see no objection to ajdusting it in accordance 
with the principle adopted for the British debt. Our country 
would not wish to assume the role of an oppressive creditor, 
but would maintain the principle that financial obligations 
between nations are likewise moral obligations which inter- 
national faith and honor require should be discharged. 

Our Government has a liquidated claim against Germany 
for the expense of the army of occupation of over $255,000,000. 
Besides this there are valid claims of American citizens 
reaching well toward $500,000,000. Our citizens have no 
redress save in the action of our Government. It is the duty 
of our Government to protect these interests as best it can. 
That course I propose to pursue. 


Foreign Service 


The foreign service of our Government needs to be re- 
organized and improved. 


Fiscal Condition 


Financial stability is the first requisite of sound govern- 
ment. Upon that firm foundation rests the only hope of 
progress and prosperity. From that course must come relief 
for the people. 

This is being accomplished by a drastic but orderly re- 
trenchment, which is bringing our expenses within our means. 
The origin of this has been the determination of the American 
people, the main support has been the courage of those in 
authority, and the effective method has been the Budget 
System. Without a Budget System there can be no fixed 
responsibility and no constructive scientific economy. 

The administration and Congress has brought expendi- 
tures down to $3,000,000,000. It is possible, in conse- 
quence, to make a large reduction in the taxes of the people. 
This is treated at greater length in the Budget message.* A 
proposed plan presented in detail by the Secretary of the 
Treasury has my unqualified approval. I especially com- 
mend a decrease on earned incomes, and further abolition of 
admission, message, and nuisance taxes. Diminishing charges 
against moderate incomes from investment will afford 
immense relief, while a revision of the surtaxes will not only 
provide additional money for capital investment, thus 
stimulating industry and employing more labor, but will 
not greatly reduce the revenue from that source, and may in 
the future actually increase it. Being opposed to war taxes 
in time of peace, I am not in favor of excess-profits taxes. 

The taxes of the Nation must be reduced now as much 
as prudence will permit, and expenditures must be reduced 
accordingly. Of all services which the Congress can render 
to the country, I have no hesitation in declaring this one to 
be paramount. 

Another reform which is urgent in our fiscal system is the 
abolition of the right to issue tax-exempt securities. This 
should be prohibited by constitutional amendment. All the 
wealth of the Nation ought to contribute its fair share to the 
expenses of the Nation.

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Tariff Law 


The present tariff law has secured an abundant revenue 
and been productive of an abounding prosperity. A con- 
stant revision of the tariff by the Congress is disturbing and 
harmful. The present law contains an elastic provision 
authorizing the President to meet the difference in cost of 
production at home and abroad. This does not warrant a 
rewriting of the whole law, but whenever the required inves- 
tigation shows that inequalities of sufficient importance 
exist in any schedule, the power to change them should and 
will be applied. 


Shipping 
Our Government during the war acquired a large merchant 
fleet which should be transferred, as soon as possible, to 
private ownership and operation under conditions which 
would secure two results: First, adequate means for na- 
tional defense; second, adequate service to American com- 
merce. 


P::blic Improvements 


The time has come to resume in a moderate way the open- 
ing of our intracoastal waterways; the control of flood waters 
of the Mississippi and of the Colorado Rivers; the improve- 
ment of the waterways from the Great Lakes toward the 
Gulf of Mexico; and the development of the great power and 
navigation project of the St. Lawrence River, for which 
efforts are now being made to secure the necessary treaty 
with Canada. These projects can not all be undertaken at 
once, but all should have the immediate consideration of 
the Congress and be adopted as fast as plans can be matured 
and the necessary funds become available. This is not 
incompatible with economy, for their nature does not require 
so much a public expenditure as a capital investment which 
will be reproductive, as evidenced by the marked increase in 
revenue from the Panama Canal. 


Railroads 


Unless the Government adheres to the rule of making a 
rate that will yield a fair return, it must abandon rate making 
altogether. The new and important features of that part 
of the law is the recapture and redistribution of excess rates. 
The constitutionality of this method is now before the Su- 
preme Court for adjudication. Their decision should be 
awaited before attempting further legislation on this subject. 

The settlement of railroad labor disputes is a matter of 
grave public concern. The labor Board has been a great 
help, but is not altogether satisfactory to the public, the 
employees, or the companies. If a substantial agreement 
can be reached among the groups interested, there should 
be no hesitation in enacting such agreement into law. If it 
is not reached, the Labor Board may very well be ieft for 
the present to protect the public welfare. 

Additional legislation is needed giving authority for volun- 
tary consolidations, and providing Government machinery to 
aid and stimulate such action. Should this permissive con- 
solidation prove ineffective after a limited period, the author- 
ity of the Government will have to be directly invoked. 

Competent authorities agree that an entire organization 
of the rate structure for freight is necessary. This should be 
ordered at once by the Congress. 


Department of Justice 

As no revision of the laws of the United States has been 

made since 1878, a commission or committee should be 
created to undertake this work. 

A commission of Federal judges and lawyers should be 

created to recommend legislation by which the procedure in 
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the Federal trial courts may be simplified and regulated by 
rules of court, rather than by statutes; such rules to be 
submitted to the Congress. The Supreme Court needs 
legislation revising and simplifying the laws governing review 
by that court. 

The National Government ought to provide employment 
in such forms of production as can be used by the Govern- 
ment, though not sold to the public in competition with 
private business, for all prisoners who can be placed at work, 
and for which they should receive a reasonable compensation, 
available for their dependents. 

Two independent reformatories are needed; one for the 
segregation of women, and another for the segregation of 
young men serving their first sentence. 

The administration of justice would be facilitated greatly 
by including in the Bureau of Investigation of the Depart- 
ment of Justice a Division of Criminal Identification. 


Prohibition 

The prohibition amendment to the Constitution requires 
the Congress and the President to provide adequate laws to 
prevent its violation. It is my duty to enforce such laws. 
For that purpose a treaty is being negotiated with Great 
Britain with respect to the right of search of hovering vessels. 
To prevent smuggling, the Coast Guard should be greatly 
strengthened, and a supply of swift power boats should be 
provided. The major sources of production should be rigidly 
regulated, and every effort should be made to suppress 
interstate traffic. Prohibition should be made effective. It 
is the duty of a citizen not only to observe the law but to let 
it be known that he is opposed to its violation. 


The Negro 

The Congress ought to exercise all its powers of prevention 
and punishment against the hideous crime of lynching, of 
which the negroes are by no means the sole sufferers, but for 
which they furnish a majority of thevictims. 

It has been proposed that a commission be created, com- 
posed of members from both races, to formulate a better 
policy for mutual understanding and confidence. Such an 
effort is to be commended. These difficulties are to a large 
extent local problems which must be worked out by the 
mutual forebearance and human kindness of each community. 


Civil Service 
The Civil Service Commission has recommended that 
postmasters at first, second, and third class offices be classi- 
fied. Such action, accompanied by a repeal of the four-year 
term of office, would undoubtedly be an improvement. I 
also recommend that the field force for prohibition enforce- 
ment be brought within the classified civil service. 


Public Buildings 


Many of the departments in Washington need better 
housing facilities. While I do not favor at this time a gen- 
eral public building law, I believe it is now necessary to 
authorize the erection of three or four buildings most ur- 
gently needed. 


Regulatory Legislation 

Cooperation with other maritime powers is necessary for 

complete protection of our coast waters from pollution. 

Plans for this are under vay. Meantime laws prohibiting 

spreading oil and oil refuse from vessels in our own terri- 
torial waters should be speedily enacted. 

Laws should be passed regulating aviation. 
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Revision is needed of the laws regulating radio inter- 
ference. 

Legislation and regulations establishing load lines are 
necessary and recodification of our navigation laws is vital. 

Revision of procedure of the Federal Trade Commission 
will give more constructive purpose to this department. 

If our Alaskan fisheries are to be saved from destruction, 
there must be further legislation. 


Army and Navy 


The Army is a guarantee of the security of our citizens at 
home; the Navy is a guarantee of the security of our citizens 
abroad. Both of these services should be strengthened 
rather than weakened. We want no more war. But we 
want no weakness that invites imposition. A people who 
neglect their national defense are putting in jeopardy their 
national honor. 


Insular Possessions 


Such recommendations as may come from the people or 
their governments in the insular possessions should have 
the most considerate attention. 


Education and Welfare 


For purposes of national uniformity we ought to provide, 
by constitutional amendment and appropriate legislation, 
for a limitation of child labor, and in all cases under the 
exclusive jurisdiction of the Federal Government a mini- 
mum wage law for women. 

I do not favor the making of appropriations from the 
National Treasury to be expended directly on local education, 
but I do consider it a fundamental requirement of national 
activity which, accompanied by allied subjects of welfare, is 
worthy of a separate department and a place in the Cabinet. 


Immigration 

American institutions rest solely on good citizenship. 
New arrivals should be limited to our capacity to absorb 
them into the ranks of good citizenship. America must be 
kept American. For this purpose, it is necessary to continue 
a policy of restricted immigration. It would be well to make 
such immigration of a selective nature with some inspection 
at the source. We should find additional safety in a law 
requiring the immediate registration of all aliens. Those 
who do not want to be partakers of the American spirit 
ought not to settle in America. 


Veterans 


Those suffering disabilities incurred in the service must 
have sufficient hospital relief and compensation. Their 
dependents must be supported. Rehabilitation and voca- 
tional training must be completed. 

I recommend that all hospitals be authorized at once to 
receive and care for, without hospital pay, the veterans of 
all wars needing such care. 

I recommend that a most painstaking effort be made to 
provide remedies for any defects in the administration of 
the present laws which their experience has revealed. But 
I do not favor the granting of a bonus. 


Coal 


The public welfare requires a reduction in the price of 
el 


I do not favor Government ownership or operation of coal 
mines. The need is for action under private ownership that 
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will secure greater continuity of production and greater 
public protection. 

The supply of coal must be constant. In case of its pros- 
pective interruption, the President should have authority to 
appoint a commission empowered to deal with whatever 
emergency situation might arise, to aid conciliation and 
voluntary arbitration, to adjust any existing or threatened 
controversy between the employer and the employee when 
collective bargaining fails, and by controlling distribution to 
present profiteering in this vital necessity. This legislation 
is exceedingly urgent. 


Reorganization 


It is important that reorganization of the different depart- 
ments and bureaus of the Government be enacted into law 
at the present session. 


Agriculture 

With his products not selling on a parity with the products 
of industry, every sound remedy that can be devised should 
be applied for the relief of the farmer. The distress is most 
acute among those wholly dependent upon one crop. No 
complicated scheme of relief, no plan for Government fixing 
of prices, no resort to the public Treasury will be of any 
permanent value in establishing agriculture. Indirectly the 
farmer must be relieved by a reduction of national and local 
taxation. He must be assisted by the reorganization of the 
freight-rate structure. Cheaper fertilizers must be pro- 
vided. 

Systems of cooperative marketing created by the farmers 
themselves, s:pervised by competent management, without 
doubt would be of assistance, but they can not wholly solve 
the problem. Diversification is necessary. Such loans as 
are wisely needed to assist a start in this direction, should be 
financed through a Government agency as a temporary and 
emergency expedient. 

Authority should be given the War Finance Corporation to 
grant the most liberal terms of payment for fats and grains 
exported for the direct benefit of the farm. 


Muscle Shoals 


The Government is undertaking to develop a great water- 
power project known as Muscle Shoals, on which it has 
expended many million dollars. Subject to the right to 
retake in time of war, I recommend that this property with 
a location for auxiliary steam plant and rights of way be 
sold. This would end the present burden of expense and 
should return to the Treasury the largest price possible to 
secure. 

The agriculture of the Nation needs a greater supply and 
lower cost of fertilizer. The great advantage of low-priced 
nitrates must be secured for the direct benefit of the farmers 
and the indirect benefit of the public in time of peace, and of 
the Government in time of war. If this main object be 
accomplished, the amount of money received for the prop- 
erty is not a primary or major consideration. 

I recommend that the Congress appoint a small joint com- 
mittee to consider offers, conduct negotiations, and report 
definite recommendations. 


Reclamation 


Occupants of our reclamation projects are in financial 
difficulties. Relief should be granted by definite authority 
of law. 


Highways and Forests 


No expenditure of public money contributes so much to 
the national wealth as for building good roads. I have made

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President Coolidge Transmits Budget for 1925

A detailed account of the preparation, ratification, execution and audit of the Budget, prepared by the officials of the Bureau of the Budget, 


To Tue Concress Or THE UNITED STATEs: 

I transmit herewith the Budget of the United States for 
the fiscal year ending June 30, 1925. 

The public debt at the beginning of the war amounted to 
about a billion dollars. At the close of August, 1919, it 
reached its highest point, approximately $26,500,000,000. 
From that point it has since been reduced until it now 
totals about $22,000,000,000. 

In less than seven years, we have spent forty billion dollars 
and we have paid off from curre=t revenues $18,000,000,000 
or nearly half of the amount. Certainly the nation, 
which has thus patiently persisted in meeting the enormous 
burden of governmental costs, is entitled at the earliest 

ible moment to the largest measure of relief from these 
urdens that can possibly be accorded. I am convinced 
that the time has now come to extend this relief through a 
substantial reduction of taxation, and the fiscal program 
which is crystallized in the Budget estimates which are here- 
with transmitted to the Congress is based on this purpose. 

The Budget transmitted herewith is summarized in the 

following statement:

The foregoing does not include expenditures for the Postal 
Service and the Post Office Department payable from postal 
revenues. The estimated expenditures from postal revenues 
for 1925 are $613,295,184. It is estimated that the postal 
expenditures for that year will exceed postal revenues by 
$2,085,184. 

The Executive instructions governing the preparation of 
these estimates called for a substantial reduction as com- 
pared with the appropriations for 1924. This was essential 
to a continuation of the policy of strict and drastic economy. 
This is the administration’s undebatable policy. It has 
been adhered to unswervingly in the past and we shall hew 
to the line in the future. 

The estimates of appropriations appearing in this Budget 
for 1925, exclusive of the estimate for the Post Office Depart- 
ment, amount to $3,018,069,946.06, which is $260,365,022.56 
less than the appropriations for 1924. 

The estimates for the fiscal year 1925 are in an amount 
which it is believed will cover in full the requirements of the 
Department of Justice for that fiscal year. 

The estimate for the Department of Commerce includes 
$3,500,000 for the decennial Census of Agriculture, required 
by act of Congress approved March 3, 1919. 

A considerably enlarged field force should be provided 
for prohibition enforcement, and to meet this requirement 
the estimates of appropriations for the prohibition unit for 
the fiscal year 1925 are something more than $1,600,000 in 
excess of appropriations for the current fiscal year. 

The estimates of appropriations contained in the Budget 
include amounts to cover the classification of civilian posi-

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Cabinet Officers Present Legislative Needs 


of Executive 


NNUAL reports by Cabinet officers are, in reality, 
supplements to the President’s annual message to the 
Congress, although, in the case of several of these depart- 
ments, the organic acts creating them provide that they re- 
port direct to the Congress. For example, the Secretary of 
the Treasury, as head of one of the first executive Depart- 
ments to be established, is directed, under the Act of 1789, 
to report annually to Congress on the state of the finances of 
the Country together with his estimates of expenses. This 
report goes direct to the Speaker of the House. The At- 
torney General, as law officer of the Government, also reports 
direct to Congress. 

The Secretary of State makes no annual report, but pre- 
sents to the President such papers pertaining to foreign rela- 
tions as are to be printed and these papers are transmitted 
as part of the President’s annual message to Congress. 

The Secretaries of War and Navy report to the Presi- 
dent as Commander in Chief of the armed forces of the 
United States. Under the statutes creating them the Post 
Office Department, the Departments of the Interior, Agri- 
culture, and Commerce all report direct to the President and 
he transmits their reports to Congress. The Department of 
Labor, the latest department to be created, reports, under 
the organic act creating it, direct to Congress. 

The Director of the Budget, under the rules and regula- 
tions prescribed by the President, prepares for the President

the annual budget and such supplemental or deficiency 
estimates as the President may recommend to Congress 
either in his annual message or from time to time. These 
estimates include the annual appropriations for the Execu- 
tive Departments but do not carry legislation. 

Under statutory provision the President must present an 
annual message to Congress and in this message he refers 
generally to all the Executive Departments, briefly or at 
length, as the occasion, in his opinion, demands. Before he 
delivers his annual message the annual reports of the heads 
of Departments have been written, approved by the Presi- 
dent, and printed. Under the Printing Act of 1895 the 
manuscripts for all Governmental annual reports are sent 
to the Public Printer. He prints them and holds them for 
publication on the date set by the heads of the departments. 
In addition to the number required by the departments 
several hundred copies of each report are printed for Congress 
as public documents, and given regular document numbers 
for the House and Senate. 

In addition to reports on the activities of their respective 
departments and the amount of money spent, heads of execu- 
tive departments, after consultation with the President and 
with his approval, make recommendations for legislation. 
These recommendations are embodied in Bills, introducted 
usually by the chairman of the committees to which they 
will be referred. 


Secretary of the Treasury 


As Presented in His Annual Report to Congress 


N SPITE of the unfavorable outlook at the beginning of 
the fiscal year 1923, the Treasury was able to balance the 
budget and close the year with a surplus of $309,657,460, on 
the basis of daily Treasury statements. Total ordinary re- 
ceipts for the year amounted to $4,007,135,480, while total 
expenditures chargeable against ordinary receipts amounted 
to $3,697,478,020. Budget estimates at the beginning of 
the year indicated a deficit of about $822,000,000, and the 
fortunate result of turning an apparent deficit into an actual 
surplus was due, in large part, to increased revenues from 
internal revenue and customs, and in lesser degree, to de- 
creases in the general expenditures of the Government. 
In fact, total receipts of the Government for the year were 
approximately $768,000,000 greater than originally esti- 
mated, and expenditures were about $364,000,000 less than 
estimated. Customs receipts during the year were much 
larger than for any previous year in the history of the Govern- 
ment, aggregating $561,928,867, as compared with $356,443,- 
387 during the fiscal year 1922, the previous high record. 
Income and profits tax receipts also exceeded expectations, 
aggregating $1,678,607,428, while miscellaneous internal- 
revenue receipts amounted to $945,865,333.

Taxation 

The question of reduction of taxation is one which should 
have the serious consideration of Congress. 

On November 10, 1923, I addressed to the Hon. William 
R. Green, acting chairman of the Committee on Ways and 
Means of the House of Representatives, a communication* 
which expressed the considered recommendations of the 
Treasury for a reduction of taxes and for a reestablishment of 
a more sound economic policy for the country. 

Estate Taxes 

While the letter does not cover estate taxes, attention 
should ultimately be give to reductions in these taxes also. 
Every estate now pays tribute to at least two governmental 
authorities, the Federal Government and the State of the 
domicile of the decedent. It often happens that a particular 
asset is taxed also in one or more other States. The cum- 
ulative effect is confiscatory. 

Surtaxes and Tax-exempt Securities 

The constitutional amendment removing in the future the 

tax-exempt features of municipal bonds, which was intro-

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duced at the last session of Congress, would bring about a 
most desirable readjustment of the relation between the 
States and the Nation. Such an amendment, however, 
would not affect the already exis mass of tax-exempt 
securities aggregating about $11,000,000,000. and these 
would continue during their life to be a means of escape from 
taxation. Such an amendment has yet to pass Congress 
and be ratified by the States. Its effect will not be immediate. 
A reduction of surtaxes destroys much of the desirability of 
the tax-exempt feature of these securities, is within the sole 
power of Congress, and would promptly divert capital to 
productive investment, such as securities which 
tend to the reduction of costs, thus giving relief to the framer 
and consumers generally. 


Customs Service 


The enforcement of the laws against the illegal importation 
of liquor and drugs presents an ever-growing problem. The 
use of high-powered automobiles and high-speed motor boats 
to carry on this illegal traffic renders obsolete the equipment 
and methods which were formerly effective. Customs 
officers made many large seizures during the year; but in 
order to control more effectively this illegal traffic, additional 
funds are necessary for the employment of a larger force for 
border work and for the equipment of the force with better 
facilities for rapid transportation. 


War Finance Corporation 


The War Finance Corporation is a temporary organiza- 
tion, and under existing law its authority to make advances 
will terminate on March 31, 1924. There does not appear 
to be any necessity for a further extension of this authority 
expecially in view of the fact that the Congress, in the agri- 
cultural credits act of 1923, passed at the last session, has 
made provision for a permanent system of agricultural credits. 


Public Health Service 


The present status of the Reserve Corps of the Public 
Health Service on active duty is not well defined. The 
majority of these officers are detailed to the Veterans’ Bu- 
reau, but urgent necessity has required that some continue 
on active duty in public-health work. The increase in the 
regular corps of commissioned medical officers has not kept 
pace with the additional duties imposed upon the service. 
On account of the advantages and needs of enlargement of 
this mobile corps, the number of regular commissioned officers 
should be substantially increased. Such an increase would 
not enlarge the total personnel or call for additional appro- 
priations, since such commissioned officers would take the 
places now filled by temporary officers of higher salaries who 
must now necessarily be employed to carry on the work. 


Public Buildings 


Because of abnormal conditions resulting from the World 
War and continued excessive construction costs it has been 
necessary to postpone the erection of a large number of 
Federal buildings authorized in the omnibus public building 
act of March 4, 1913. In the meantime no additional public 
buildings have been authorized to be constructed, and as a 
result many years will be require to provide buildings in 
communities where they are greatly needed. Prudence 
would suggest the necessity for a carefully considered pine. 
building pr 

A matter of equally pressing urgency is the need for cer- 
tain additional buildings for governmental purposes in the 
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city of Washington. It is hoped that legislation will be 
promptly enacted which will permit of the construc*ion of a 
suitable building in which the archives of the Government 
may be protected from the hazards of fire and the rivages of 
time. 

Attention is invited to the great need for the reconstruction 
of the security vaults in the Treasurer’s office. The depart- 
ment is in presenting an estimate for an ‘appropriation 
for such reconstruction. 


Coast Guard 


With a view to lessening the smuggling of liquor into this 
country it is recommended that the appropriation for the 
Coast Guard be increased by $28,500,000 for the next fiscal 
year. This will enable the department to purchase 20 addi- 
tional seagoing Coast Guard cutters, to purchase or con- 
struct 203 motor boats of the cabin cruiser type, and 91 
small motor boats to be used at Coast Guard stations, and 
to increase the personnel of officers and enlisted men of the 
Coast Guard by 3,535. The seagoing Coast Guard cutters 
will serve as bases for the large fleet of motor boats intended 
to be used in patrolling inlets and the entrances to harbors, 
and will watch “rum vessels”’ lying off the coasts and follow 
them as occasion requires. It is hoped that with such 
equipment the smuggling of liquor may be reduced to a 
minimum. 


Surety Bonds 


The following are suggested as very important and urgent 

(1) Standard form of bond.—A uniform standard bond form 
for guaranteeing positions of trust should be prescribed and 
used by all departments and establishments of the Govern- 
ment, and a like form for guaranteeing the performance of 
contracts. 

(2) Centralized control of data.—Every bond or other 
obligation running in favor of the United States should clear 
through a central office for purposes of record and approval. 
The various departments and independent establishments 
hold large numbers of surety bonds, but it would be difficult, 
almost impossible, to determine at any desired time the 
extent of the liability of any one company on obligations 
executed by it in favor of the Government. 


Retirement of Civil Service Employees 


The age limit for retirement should be lowered from 70 years 
to not more than 68 years, and the annuities granted under 
the retirement act should be increased. The amount of 
money in the Treasury to the credit of the retirement fund 
would seem to justify both the lowering of the age limit and 
the granting of increased annuities. 


General Supply Committee 


The establishment of a central purchasing agency for the 
Government in Washington which could purchase in definite 
quantities, store, and distribute to the departments those 
supplies which are commonly used would bring about a very 
considerable saving over the present method. 


Railroad Capital 


The transportation act of 1920 undoubtedly has strength- 
ened the credit of the railroads and aided them in obtaining 
capital under market conditions in many respects un- 
favorable. It would be unfortunate to have the act altered 
at this time in any way oe to handicap the companies in 
raising more capital.— Extracts 
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Recommendations of the Secretary of War 
As Presented in His Annual Report to the President 


UR defense measures have not kept pace with our in- 
creased prosperity and responsibility as a nation. With 
less isolation than ever before, with a greater need to be able 
to defend our own independent purposes, we are in a state 
of unpreparedness, comparable only to that of Germany, 
among the great nations. Those who proclaim their belief 
in the national defense act of 1920 should be prepared to 
give it the increased support which it demands. They should 
remember that, after all, the cost of national defense is the 
price of freedom. 
Enlisted Personnel 
I recommend that at the earliest possible date the enlisted 
strength of the Regular Army be increased to the figure of 
150,000. This strength is considered the minimum necessary 
to make effective our national defense. The present strength 
is not enough. We are already cut to a dangerously low 
limit on our foreign garrisons and these can not be cut further. 
In order that we can recruit the enlisted strength of the 
Regular Army, even to the present authorized strength, I 
also recommend that the provision which requ.res proof of 
age for enlistment be repealed. The effect of this pro- 
vision is to penalize many young men who wish to enlist, to 
obstruct the efforts of the War Department in obtaining 
suitable personnel, and, above all, to. discredit the service 
which symbolizes our country and our flag. 


Commissioned Personnel 

The commissioned strength of the Regular Army should be 
increased to the minimum figure of 13,000. The National 
Guard, the Organized Reserves, and many schools and 
colleges are calling for regular instructors considerably in 
excess of the number which we can furnish them. In the 
effort to meet at least some of the demands we are forced to 
overtax the efforts of the commissioned personnel. The 
result is that our officers are forced to neglect the proper 
attention of their own advanced professional education. 


Cooperation Between the Army and Navy 
With the lessons of the World War fresh in mind the 


necessity for effective coordination of policies and revision 
of plans of defense demanded the reorganization of the joint 
board designed to fill the recognized want of an efficient 
coordinating authority to promote the joint endeavors of the 
Army and Navy. 

The joint board considers all questions referred to it by 
either department affecting the joint operations of the Army 
and Navy. But its initiative is not restricted. It is speci- 
fically charged with the duty of originating considerations 
for the advancement of Army and Navy missions and with 
the responsibility of recommending action in al] matters 
whatsoever deemed essential to establish sufficiency and effi- 
ciency of cooperation, coordination of effort, and to elimi- 
nate unnecessary duplication in the interest of economy. It 
affords between the Army and Navy the necesssry forum for 
the study and solution of problems of national.defense based 
upon an estimate of the international situation and a com- 
mon understanding of military and naval policies, capabilities, 
and resources for defense. 

I have been deeply impressed with the services of the joint 
board and regard its advice upon the cooperation of the two 
services and the advancement of the national security as of 
the greatest value. 


General 


Increased appropriations for national defense will soon 
become necessary, use of the consumption of war stocks 
which now enable us to operate at a disproportionately low 
rate of cost, and because we are not able even now to make the 
progress which is necessary to insure the fulfillment of the 
purposes of national defense. Since 1921, the total number 
of individuals under military training or in military organi- 
zations, has decreased from 519,041 to 504,010. This does 
not spell progress, but rather reaction. I therefore recom- 
mend strongly against the slightest cutting of the budget as 
submitted to Congress. We are already cut below our 
vital needs. I am convinced that our people as a wiole are 
in accord with the constructive policy under which we are 
endeavoring to operate.—Extracts. 


Recommendations of the Attorney General 
As Presented in His Annual Report to Congress 


Supreme Court Reports 

HE Judicial Code, requires the Attorney General to 

distribute complete sets of the Supreme Court Re- 
ports to such executive and judicial officers as have not 
received such sets. There is no fund available for either 
the printing or the purchase of the books. It is therefore 
recommended that Congress make some provision for present 
needs as well as future requirements. 


Killing A Federal Officer 
Under section 140 of the Federal Penal Code, it is a crime 
to assault, beat, or wound an officer of the United States 
engaged in serving or executing process, but there is no Fed- 
eral law making it a crime to kill an officer under such 
circumstances. Appropriate legislation is recommended. 


Sending Threatening Letters 
It is no offense under existing law to send threatening 
letters through the mails unless in the furtherance of a 
scheme to defraud or as a means of accomplishing extortion. 
Attention is called to the necessity for legislation to remedy 
this defect. 


Presence of Stenographers Before Grand Juries 

I recommend that, in order that all doubt (as to the 
practice) may be removed, the presence of a stenographer in 
the grand jury room for the purpose of reporting the proceed- 
ings should be authorized by statute. 


Continuing Grand Juries Beyond Period 
for Which Summoned 
Section 284 of the Judicial Code of the United States 
should be amended to permit grand juries to continue to 
sit during the terms succeeding the term for which sum- 
moned 


Defrauding The United States 
Attention is called to the need of a statute making it a 
crime for a single individual to defraud or attempt to defraud 
the United States. 


Attempts To Commit Crime 

There is no Federal law making criminal an attempt to 
commit a crime against the United States, except an attempt 
to murder. A law curing this defect should be enacted. 
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Bankruptcy Law 


Referees in bankruptcy should be placed upon the same 
plane as were clerks of the United States district courts 
prior to July 1, 1919, by establishing a maximum compen- 
sation, specific compensation within such maximum to be 
fixed by the Attorney General as to each referee, and requir- 
ing them to cover into the Treasury of the United States any 
excess collected. 

I desire to recommend legislation in respect to bankruptcy, 
as follows: 

(a) It should be made an offense to conceal assets from 
creditors in composition cases or from any officer of the court 
charged with control and custody of property, including, 
for example, receivers and in certain cases referees and 
United States marshals. 

(6) Under existing law criminal prosecutions under the 
bankruptcy act must be brought within one year. The 
period should be extended to three years. 

In addition to the foregoing, it is suggested that it would 
be well for Congress to establish by appropriate legislation a 
definite charge for notices in bankruptcy. 
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Cases Against Government Officials 
Section 643 of the Revised Statutes, which provides for 
the removal from the State to the United States courts of 
civil and criminal suits against revenue officers and members 
of either House of Congress, should be enlarged so as to in- 
clude and protect all officers, agents, and employees of the 
United States. 


Destruction of Property Belonging to the 
United States 
Section 47 of the Criminal Code, which prohibits the em- 
bezzlement, etc., of property of the United States, should be 


amended, making it an offense to injure or destroy property 
of the United States. 


Revision of Fee Bill of Clerks of U. S. District Courts 


I recommend legislation providing for a series of fixed fees 
at various stages of each case to be charged and collected by 
the clerks of said courts and to be in lieu of the various small 
items now contained in the clerks’ fee bill.— Extracts. 


Recommendations of the Postmaster General 
A Presented in His Annual Report to the President 


N 1913, when the parcel-post system went into effect, 

the revenues of the service were $266,619,525. For 1922 
they were $484,853,540, an increase of 81.85 per cent, and 
for the closed fiscal year the increase was approximately 100 
per cent over 1913. These revenues are largely derived from 
postage and in a degree measure the business transacted. 

I recommend the following legislation: 


Administrative 


To enable the Postmaster General to establish motor- 
vehicle rural routes of not less than 36 nor more than 75 
miles in length. 

To repeal the law requiring the report of action taken on 
claims to postmasters. 

To require quarterly instead of monthly rendition of 
money-order accounts. 

To increase the rate of interest allowable on postal savings 
deposits and for other improvements. 

To enable the Postmaster General to fix a charge for a re- 
turn receipt for a registered article. 

To authorize the Postmaster General to fix the fees charge- 
able for registration of mail matter for indemnity payable 
at not exceeding $500. 

To extend the insurance and collect-on-delivery services 
to third-class mail. 


To authorize the Postmaster General to prescribe the fees 
to be collected for the issuance of domestic money orders. 


Personnel 

To provide for the appointment by the Postmaster Gen- 
eral of postmasters of the-third class. 

To change the requirement for the examination and re- 
newal of official bonds. 

To provide for compensating employees in post offices for 
overtime services on an equitable basis. 

To provide for the retirement of printers, skilled laborers, 
village letter carriers, watchmen, messengers, laborers, and 
employees of the motor-vehicle service below supervisory 
grades at the age of 65. 

To authorize the Postmaster General to grant sick leave 
to employees of the equipment shops. 

To provide for the promotion of examiners and assistant 
examiners of the Railway Mail Service. 

To provide for carrying over to the succeeding year a 
fractional part of the annual leave granted to railway postal 
clerks. 

To authorize the payment of expenses for moving the 
household goods of officers and regular clerks of the Railway 
Mail Service when arbitrarily transferred.—Extracts. 


Recommendations of the Secretary of the Navy 
As Presented in His Annual Report to the President 


CONOMY has been enforced in every branch of the 

Naval Establishment and it has been our continual 
effort to use the funds appropriated so as to secure the 
fullest results possible for every dollar expended. Further 
reductions would be highly injuclicious and inconsistent with 
efficiency and economy. 


Marine Corps Activities 
A change in legislation with regard to examination of 
marine officers for promotion has been recommended, to 


bring that corps up to date with respect to progress made by 
the Army and Navy. The measure recommended provides 
for a modified system of elimination instead of the system 
of exclusive seniority at present in vogue. 

A measure looking to readjustment of general officers in 
the Marine Corps in accordance with practice in the Army 
and Navy will be proposed, as well as a measure for the 
establishment of the grade of chief warrant officer, so that 
warrant officers who have faithfully served the Nation 
through many years may look forward to just promotion. 
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Measures should also be given consideration looking to- 
ward the replacement of war-time buildings at Quantico, Va. 

A recommendation will also be made for a Marine Corps 
supply depot at San Francisco, Calif., which is urgently 
n ; 


Gun Elevations 


An appropriation of $6,500,000 was ade by the Sixty- 
seventh Congress for the purpose of increasing the elevation 
of the turret guns of 13 of the treaty battleships of the Navy. 

Quite unintentionally the impression given to Congress 
was that the disparity between the ranges of these 13 ships 
of the American Navy and the 22 ships of the British Navy 
was overwhelmingly in favor of the British. As a matter of 
fact there is a serious difference in the ranges at which the 
two fleets can engage but not as great as the impression 
given to Congress. If the British remained at a range just 
equal to their shortest-ranged ships, the fire of over a third 
of our ships could not reach them. This would automatically 
reduce the size of our fleet by one-third. Expressed in terms 
of elevation of guns, the 13 ships of the American Navy have 
a designed elevation of 15°, whereas none of the 22 ships of 
the British Navy has less than 20°, thus leaving the Amer- 
ican ships much inferior in this regard to those of Great 
Britain. In view of the fact that Congress was not fully 
and correctly informed when appropriating for the increased 
elevation of our turret guns, this department decided not to 
use the money so appropriated until Congress had an oppor- 
tunity to express its will in the matter. 

The matter will again be brought to the attention of Con- 
gress at the coming session. In the opinion of the depart- 
ment the elevation of the guns will not in any way contra- 
vene the spirit or letter of the Treaty for the Limitation of 
Naval Armament. 


Modernization of Battleships 


The department will also recommend to Congress that 
sufficient funds be appropriated for the complete moderni- 
zation of the battleships of the United States. 

The total cost is estimated at approximately $30,000,000, 
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inclusive of $6,500,000 already appropriated for gun ele- 
vations. 

These proposed changes are not included in the prohibi- 
tions of the Treaty for Limitation of Naval Armament. 


Completion of Old Building Program 


The naval act of August 29, 1916, authorized nine fleet 
submarines, of which three are building. These are about 
50 per cent completed. It is estimated that during the 
fiscal year 1925 about $2,500,000 of the money appropriated 
for new construction 1925 will be spent on these three fleet 
submarines now building. In the Budget for the fiscal year 
1925 will be found a recommendation for the appropriation 
of $2,850,000 for beginning construction of three of the sub- 
marines authorized by the naval act of 1916. There still 
remain authorized but not appropriated for three additional 
submarines of fleet type which it is hoped a future Congress 
will appropriate for. 


New Building Program 

Cruisers—The Navy of the United States at present 
does not equal in cruiser strength either of the two other 
major sea powers signatory to the Treaty for the Limitation 
of Naval Armament. 

The Navy of the United States is so ill balanced and so 
deficient in cruiser strength that it would be put at a serious 
disadvantage in major operations of any kind. 

I strongly recommend the authorization and appropri- 
ation of funds sufficient to commence construction of eight 
10,000-ton cruisers. 

Submarines—A large submarine tonnage is being laid 
down abroad. The United States has no cruiser and no 
mine-laying submarines. In order to begin to attain a 
suitable relative submarine strength, I recommend the 
authorization and appropriation of funds sufficient to com- 
mence construction of three submarines of the crusier type. 

River gunboais——I recommend that Congress authorize 
six gunboats of suitable type and size and make appropri- 
ation for their complete construction as early as possible.— 
Extracts. 


Recommendations of the Secretary of the Interior 
As Presented in His Annual Report to the President 


HE Department of the Interior, including its various 

bureaus and institutions, appears to have made a re 
markable record during the fiscal year contained in this re- 
port. The appropriations for its operation during the 12 
months’ period amounted to $327,931,100.67, which is a sum 
$22,584,159 less than was appropriated for its maintenance 
during the previous fiscal year of 1922. Notwithstanding 
this large reduction in appropriations to cover its expenses, 
the receipts of the department have increased from approxi- 
mately $48, 612,528.95 in 1922 to approximately $63,566,- 
641.08 in 1923, or a gain of $14,954,112.13. 


Reclamation 


A critical situation has developed in the expenditures of 
the Government running into a sum near $186,000,000 in 
the construction and maintenance of projects for the reclaim- 
ing of arid and semiarid lands. : 

The reclamation law provides that the cost of construction 
of each project shall be paid within a 20-year period in 
installments of fixed amounts, and also provides the annual 
maintenance cost, including operation, shall be paid annually 
by the water users. Out of the 28 projects constructed, or 


in the course of construction, only 1 of these projects has 
fully complied with this requirement. A number of them 
are in a state of financial insolvency, making it impossible 
for the Government to recover the money invested in them. 
I have appointed a special committee of advisers com- 
of disinterested citizens of national prominence, 
familiar with irrigation matters, who have begun an exhaus- 
tive analysis of the entire reclamation requirements, methods, 
and policies. As soon as their work is completed I expect to 
submit their report with recommendations to the President. 
This does not mean that the theory of governmental re- 
clamation is unsound. It merely means that a new policy 
must be developed that will safeguard the future so that the 
Government may proceed in a more orderly and business- 
like manner in its redemption of the arid and semiarid lands 
of the West. 


Patent Office 


The receipts of the Patent Office from applications and 
the sale of copies of patents and trade-marks, etc., are con- 
stantly increasing, but at the present time that office is 
70,000 cases in arrears in handling applications for patents 
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and is 10 months behind in its work. The need for a com- 
prehensive survey of conditions in the Patent Office, which 
I expect to undertake at the first opportunity, is apparent if 
we are to assure satisfactory service to the people in this 
governmental enterprise. 


Howard University 
Recent investigation shows that there is only one colored 
physician to 3,914 members of this race, while there is only 


one colored dentist to every 20,500 colored persons. Asa 
matter of public welfare it is of paramount importance that 
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the Government take steps to wipe out this discrepancy and 
increase the number of colored graduating physicians and 
dentists. This can be done only through adding to the 
facilities of the Howard University medical and dental 
schools. 


Civil War Veterans 
Congress to increase the pensions of Civil War veterans 
and their widows, thereby more fully recognizing the debt 
the Government owes them for the service they performed 
in preventing the disruption of the Union.—Extracts. 


Recommendations of the Secretary of Agriculture 
As Presented in His Annual Report to the President 


T IS a satisfaction to be able to record marked improve- 
ment in agriculture during the past year. Prices of many 
agricultural crops are higher, Cost of production has been 
lower, and there has been some reduction in prices of the 
things farmers buy. 

In 1923 ca planted 341,000,000 acres of the 14 princi- 
pal crops. This was an increase of more than 2,000,000 
acres over 1922. The production of these 14 crops is esti- 
mated to aggregate 265,000,000 tons, which is about the 
same as in 1922 and 11,000,000 tons greater than the 10- 
year average. 

There is still room for much improvement in the state of 
agriculture and that we can not reasonably expect to attain 
to that condition of national prosperity for which we hope so 
earnestly until the farm group, which comprises about 30 
per cent of our total population gets its fair share of the 
national income and is able to sell the products of its labor 
at prices fairly relative to prices of what it buys. 

Producers of those crops which are practically all con- 
sumed at home are in the main finding themselves able to 
make such readjustments as are necessary to meet changing 
markets and prices and are doing so with a courage that 
commands admiration. 


Federal Export Agency 

The proposal, which has been advanced and considered 
from time to time for two years past, to set up a Government 
agency with broad powers to buy and export wheat and other 
agricultural commodities of which we produce a large ex- 
portable surplus, is in my judgment one of the proposals 
which is worthy of renewed consideration at the present 
time. 

The proposal contemplates the setting up of a Govern- 
ment export commission charged with the duty of disposing 
of the surplus in the form of wheat or flour in such a manner 
that the domestic price may rise behind an adequate tariff 
barrier to the point of restoring the pre-war purchasing power 
of wheat in the domestic market. Such an agency would 
need money with which to operate, and it is propcsed to 
start it with a working capital of, say, $50,000,000, that 
being the approximate sum which the Government made in 
the way of profit by its war-time handling of wheat and flour 
when the price of wheat was arbitrarily controlled and held 
below the price at which it would have sold without such 
control. In case losses should be incurred because of the 
character of its operations, it is proposed to recover the losses 
through the levy of an excise tax on the crop of wheat itself. 
In the end the coz: would be paid, not out of the Public 
Treasury but from assessment on the growers benefited and 
should not be large. 


A Constructive Forest Policy Needed 
The difficulties against which the farmers of the country 
are struggling to-day are dovetailed with the need for a 


constructive program to increase the production of timber. 
The cost of forest products, already oppressive, is mounting. 
Our present supplies of merchantable timber are fast dimin- 
ishing. 

No simple remedy that will cure the idleness of land and 
shortage of timber can be prescribed. The problem must 
be attacked concertedly from all sides. 

One line of attack will certainly have to be an increase of 
publicly owned forests. 

The National Forest Reservation Commission should be 
empowered through appropriate legislation to extend Fed- 
eral acquisition of forest land. 

In order to provide reasonably for the extension of the 
national forests by purchase on areas where the public in- 
terests will be best served by this form of ownership, includ- 
ing denuded lands whose restoration to timber growth will 
otherwise be exceedingly remote if not impossible, not less 
than $2,000,000 should be provided annually for forest 
purchases. 

The time is opportune for a forward step in national 
forestry policy, whose specific aim should be to give the 
freest possible play to the economic forces already tending 
to make timber a staple crop on private land, so that the 
movement toward reforestation as a commercial enterprise 
may attain all the momentum of which it is capable. 

National assistance in private timber growing can be ex- 
tended most effectively in four ways, which might weli form 
the major planks in a new Federal law. These are: 

(1) Provision for nation-wide cooperation with the States 
and private landowners in the protection of forest lands from 
fire, under an equitable distribution of the financial burdens 
entailed. The maximum Federal expenditure authorized 
for this purpose should be not less than $2,500,000 per 
annum. 

(2) Provision for Federal cooperation with the States in 
investigating the effects of prevailing methods of taxing 
forest lands, and in devising forms of taxation which will 
promote reforestation without inequity to other taxpayers. 

(3) Provision for Federal cooperation with the States in 
growing and distributing forest-planting material at cost or 
such other reasonable rates as will promote forest planting 
by private landowners or 2 large scale. 

(4) Provision for Federal cooperation with the States in 
no oNr work to teach and demonstrate timber-growing 
methods. 


The Need for Extending Regulation of Range Use 


Adjoining many national forest ranges are large areas of 
the public domain suited only for grazing 

The remaining open public ranges should yeaa be pian placed under 
a form of supervision analogous to that of the Department of 
Agriculture over the range lands within the national forests. 
The main objects of this administration should be (1) to 
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adjust the number of livestock and the seasons of use so that 
the forage produced on these areas may increase in volume 
and quality rather than deteriorate and (2) to provide for 
an orderly allotment of grazing privileges to the livestock 
producers most entitled to them by reason of the location 
of their ranches and their necessary yearly rotation on 
spring, summer, and fall ranges. Experience offers no pros- 
pect that the orderly and intelligent use of these range lands 
and the conservation of their forage-producing capacity can 
be accomplished under any scheme of distribution into private 
ownership. The task is one that must be assumed by the 
National Government. 
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Housing Situation 


In previous reports I have called attention to the unsatis- 
factory housing of the department and have recommended a 
building program to meet this situation. It has not yet 
been possible, however, to secure an appropriation to begin 
the work on this program. Concentration into fewer and 
larger buildings of a more suitable character than the exist- 
ing widely scattered structures, providing proper housing 
for present activities, is the most important need of the 
department at the present time, and I again urgently recom- 
mend that provision be made to this end.—Extracts. 


Recommendations of the Secretary of Commerce 
As Presented in His Annual Report to the President 


Reorganization 


HE Department of Commerce was created “to foster, 

promote, and develop the domestic and foreign com- 
merce, mining, manufacture, shipping, and fishing industries, 
and the transportation facilities.” Excluding all of the semi- 
judicial functions of the Government respecting these matters, 
and excluding the Shipping Board, there are still a large 
number of functions of the import designated in the organic 
act which are administered outside the department. They 
lie in seven different departments and independent agencies 
of such widely divergent major purposes as the War and 
Navy. There is inevitable overlap, duplication, and lack 
of concentration of purpose. In the interest of economy, 
efficiency of administration, and better service to the public, 
all the functions of the Government of the character enu- 
merated in the organic act should be at once concentrated in 
three different groups, (a) industry, (b) trade, and (c) navi- 
gation, and each should be under an assistant secretary. 
Such a grouping is in the main recommended in the report 
to Congress on Reorganization of the Federal departments, 
submitted by President Harding during the last session. 


Fisheries Conservation 


To prevent further depletion of the Alaskan fisheries, I 
earnestly recommend that legislative ratification be given to 
the Alaska fisheries reservations which have been established 
and are now in operation under Executive order, and that 
legislative authority be given to the President, affirmatively 
empowering him to create further reservations covering the 
remaining Alaskan waters. 


Pollution of Coastal Waters 


During the past year a large amount of data has been 
collected relative to the pollution of our coastal waters, which 
results largely from the unrestricted dumping in harbors or 
other inland waters of bilges of oil-burning ships. This 
pollution menaces the safety, health, and comfort of large 
numbers of our people. I recommend that legislation be 
enacted for its prevention. 


Navigation Laws 
The navigation laws are badly in need of revision It is 
of the greatest importance to the shipping public, to the offi- 
cials whose duty it is to enforce the navigation laws, and to 
those actually engaged in the industry that the codification 
of these laws be no longer delayed. 


Admeasurement of Vessels 


The transfer from the Treasury Department to the De- 
partment of Commerce of the staff of officers engaged in 


measuring tonnage of vessels has been approved by both 
departments, and is essential to the uniform application of 
our admeasurement laws and regulations so as to prevent 
discrimination against American vessels and to bring our 
admeasurement system up to the standard of other maritime 
nations. 


Load-Line Law 


Load-line bills were introduced in the Sixty-seventh Con- 
gress, but no legislation was enacted on the subject. It is 
imperative to the welfare of our mechant marine that legis- 
lation substantially similar to the laws of the European 
maritime powers on this subject be enacted in the near 
future, inasmuch as our cargo-carrying steamers are now 
allowed to clear from the ports of these powers solely as an 
act of courtesy and not as a matter of right. 


Radio Regulation 


The rapid growth of radio communication makes necessary 
an affirmative declaration by Congress of a governmental 
policy in accordance with which the art is to be conducted 
and the empowering of some agency to carry that policy 
into affect. 


Aviation 

This method of transportation means much to our eco- 
nomic and social progress and every encouragement, legisla- 
tive and otherwise, should be given to its development. At 
the same time there should be created a proper system for 
its regulation, having in view, primarily, the safety of life 
both of passengers and operators, and the orderly conduct 
of air navigation. 

Federal Taxes on Americans Resident Abroad 


The income taxes imposed upon our merchants resident 
abroad place them at a disadvantage in competition with the 
merchants of other nations. No sound continuous distribu- 
tion of our goods can be built up unless our own merchants 
are in the field selling goods upon service and contact as well 
as upon price. 


Bureau of Foreign and Domestic Commerce 


The following items of legislation are recommended for the 
Bureau of Foreign and Domestic Commerce: 


1. Reclassification of the foreign service, providing that 
all representatives abroad above the grade of clerk be classed 
as commercial secretaries; be divided into classes according 
to salaries; and be accredited by the Department of State in 
the same manner as are the commercial attaches at present. 

2. Legislation to simplify the handling of funds by the 
disbursing agents of the bureau. 
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3. Legislation permitting the Secretary of Commerce to 
accept contributions of money for use in payment of expenses 
in connection with a particular piece of work or investigation. 


Bureau of the Census 


It is recommended that the law concerning the collection of 
cotton statistics be amended so as to advance the dates for 
the early reports on quantity of cotton ginned; that pro- 
vision be made for collecting information as to the several 
grades of cotton held in the United States at different dates; 
and that the act of August 7, 1916, providing for the collec- 
tion of statistics of the quantity of cotton, linters, etc., 
used in the manufacture of guncotton and explosives be 
repealed, since this information, originally demanded by 
war conditions, is no longer important. 

It is recommended that the collection of data concerning 
the quantities of leaf tobacco held by certain classes of 
manufacturers and dealers be transferred from the Bureau of 
the Census to the Bureau of Internal Revenue. 

It is recommended that the Official Register be discon- 
tinued, and that instead the Bureau of the Census be author- 
ized to compile statistics regarding the civilian personnel of 
the Federal Government. The Register costs about $50,000 
per issue and serves no sufficient purpose to justify this 
expense. 

Lighthouse Service 


The following items of legislation are recommended for 
the Lighthouse Service: 

(a) Extension of the retirement law to cover (1) cases of 
disability in the field persrnnel of the Lighthouse Service; 
(2) retirement, in the disc.etion of the Secretary of Com- 
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merce, after 30 years of service; and (3) retirement of persons 
attending minor lights. 

(6) Provision of medical relief for light keepers at remote 
stations, and extension of Public Health Service treatment to 
employees on lighthouse vessels. 

(c) Authorization of the payment of claims of lighthouse 
employees for losses of personal property incident to their 
work. 

(d) Extension to lighthouse employees of privileges now 
accorded to similar services respecting the purchase of com- 
missary supplies and transportation. 

(e) Provisions for the protection of aids to navigation 
damaged by passing vessels and making sums received in 
payment for such damages available for the repair of aids. 


Adequate Building for Department 


The department’s need for an adequate Government- 
owned building to provide necessary additional space and 
in which its now scattered bureaus may be brought together 
is compelling. 

Aside from the total unfitness of the buildings, it must be 
obvious that sound administration and efficient transaction 
of the public business demand the assembling under one roof 
of the now scattered activities of the department. More- 
over, all the buildings are badly overcrowded. Additional 
space is imperatively needed. 

The only cure for this whole situation is the erection of a 
modern Government-owned building adequate for the de- 
partment’s needs, and the economies in rent and better ad- 
ministration would more than cover interest upon the Govern- 
ment outlay—Extracts. 


Recommendations of the Secretary of Labor 
As Presented in His Annual Report to Congress 


Immigration 


N BRIEF, I recommend the enactment of an alien code, 

and suggest as the prime features of it the following: 

Definite, clean-cut provisions as to citizenship, consistent 
with our laws on immigration and our national destiny. 

The exclusion, as permanent residents or immigrants, of 
all non-naturalizable aliens of all races. 

The requirement that aliens admitted as exempts under 
our immigration laws must maintain their exempt status 
while here, and must when that status is lost either qualify 
as immigrants under our immigration laws, if of the admis- 
sible races and classes, or depart. 

Selection of immigrants of the admissible races and 
qualified classes on the basis of our needs as a Nation and 
economically. 

Selection and inspection abroad sufficient to avoid the 
return to the land whence they came of large numbers of 
prospective immigrants after they arrive at our ports. 

The annual enrollment of all aliens so long as they remain 
alien. 

The deportation promptly of aliens found within the United 
States in violation of our laws regardless of the length of 
time they may have been within the United States. 


Naturalization 
The speedy and efficient Americanization of all naturaliz- 
able aliens within our gates and the elimination of those who 
can not be Americanized or naturalized for any reason. 


Railway Labor Board 


When the railroads were returned to their owners follow- 
ing Government operation during the war, legislation was 


enacted hastily for the purpose of facilitating private opera- 
tion. The machinery has proved unwieldly. It seems to 
me that some machinery less complicated and less cumber- 
some should be set up to provide for the equitable and ex- 
peditious settlement of these disputes through well-known 
and oft-used channels in order that our transportation sys- 
tem may function at its highest rate of efficiency in the 
interests of the country. 


Vocational Board 


The work of the Federal Board for Vocational Education 
is worthy of the encouragement and support of Congress and 
the activities of the board should be broadened and ex- 
tended as rapidly as possible. 


Child Labor 

It is a humiliating fact and crying disgrace to our civiliza- 
tion that we have not so far succeeded in eradicating the 

Ses of children of tender years as wage earners. 

ess a plan can be devised for uniform legislation by the 
several States to suppress this evil, an amendment to the 
Constitution of the United States may be necessary in order 
to confer authority on Congress to enact legislation calcu- 
lated to eliminate from our civilization this evil so frought 
with danger to our future national life. 

However, no legislation should be adopted which will in 
any way interfere with the constantly growing tendency 
toward the training of our youth during their school years in 
the useful crafts and trades. We must preserve and extend 
all that we have of vocational education throughout the 
country. We are now making a real start in our effort to 
get away from a system of education which trains all of our

Monday, December 3 
SENATE: 

The President pro tempore, Albert B. Cummins, Ia., R. called the 
Senate to order at 12 o’clock noon beginning the first session of the 
68th Congress. 

The oath of office was administered to the Senators elect, thirty-four 
Senators being sworn in, of whom eighteen were new members. Ninety- 
two Senators answered to the roll. Senators LaFollette, Caraway, 
Norbeck and Sterling were absent. 

A resolution submitted by Mr. Lodge, Mass., R. appointing a Com- 
mittee to notify the President that a quorum of each House is assembled 
and that Congress is ready to receive communications from him, was 
agreed to. 

A resolution submitted by Mr. Lodge that the Secretary inform the 
House of Representatives that the Senate is ready to proceed to business, 
was agreed to. 

A resolution was submitted by Mr. Lodge and agreed to: That the 
hour of meeting of the Senate be 12 o’clock meridian until otherwise 
ordered. ; 

The Senate adjourned as a mark of respect to the memory of deceased 
Senators of the late Congress. 


HOUSE: 

The House was called to order by the Clerk of the last House, William 
Tyler Page, at 12 o’clock noon.

Maternity and Infancy Act 


It has been suggested that the benefits of the maternity 
and infancy act be extended to the island possessions of the 
United States on the same terms which are now applied to 
the States. This suggestion is worthy of serious consid- 
eration. 


Procedure of Federal Courts in Children’s Cases 


Steps should be taken to make a clear distinction between 
delinquent children and adult offenders in the Federal 


courts. United States courts, except in the District of 
Columbia, are still proceeding against little children by the 
ordinary methods of arrest. Modern practice has demon- 
strated the evil of this system, so apt to turn a child into the 
paths of law-breaking and to wreck a whole life. 


Women in Industry 


It is urgently important that the basic and current facts 
as to women’s earnings and their social and economic sig- 
nificance should be made available by an unbiased agency, so 
that general policies can be established. If the Women’s 
Bureau is to fulfill in even small measure the functions out- 
lined in its creative act, it must be enabled to extend its 
work so that it can give the comprehensive and diverse 
information which it was created as a Government bureau to 
collect.—Extracts.

I recommend a revision of tax laws along lines which will 
effect a reduction of income taxes by taxing earned income 
more lightly than income from business or from investments; 
by reducing the percentages of the normal tax, and by re- 
ducing the surtax rates, with commencement of their appli- 
cation at $10,000 instead of $6,000. I also recommend repeal 
of the tax on telegrams, telephones, and leased wires, and of 
the tax on admissions, and revision of the miscellaneous taxes 
which are a source of inconvenience to taxpayers, and diffi- 
cult to collect. Amendments which would cause some in- 
crease of revenue should also be made to existing income 
tax laws relative to deductions of capital losses; deductions 
from gross income for interest paid and nonbusiness losses 
sustained, where income from tax-exempt securities is 
involved. 

In stating that a reduction in taxation carries with it an 
obligation not to embark upon an extraordinary expenditure 
program, I am not unmindful of the demand for adjusted 
compensation for soldiers of the World War, which would 
include among its beneficiaries the able-bodied of our veter- 
ans as well as the disabled. I question if there is any sound 
reason for such 2 measure. The country is prosperous, and 


renumerative employment is available for the able-bodied 
veterans as well as for other citizens. For the disabled 
veterans of the war and the dependents of those who fell 
the country can not do too much. It has already spent 
nearly two billions of dollars and is now spending nearly half 
a billion dollars yearly in their behalf. That obligation it 
must and will continue to fulfill in fullest measure. The 
Government has no money to distribute to any class of its 
citizens that it does not take from the pockets of the people 
and the payment of a bonus to millions of our former soldiers 
could only be accomplished at a cost to the whole community, 
including the veterans themselves, far outweighing the bene- 
fits intended to be conferred. 

I recommend the enactment of legislation which will 
authorize a reasonable progressive building program to meet 
the needs of the executive departments and establishments 
of the Government in the District of Columbia. A program 
authorizing an expenditure of not exceeding $5,000,000 
annually for a period of years would operate to gradually 
relieve the existing unfortunate situation and in the course 
of time give adequate accommodations to the departments 
and establishments.— Extracts

Roumania: The representatives of the Government of 
Roumania came to Washington in November, 1922, and held 
meetings with the Commission. Complete figures were pre- 
sented as to the financial conditions of Roumania. The 
Roumanian representatives did not have authority to enter 
into any binding agreement for refunding, but made state- 
ments to the effect that it was the intention of their Govern- 
ment to meet the indebtedness as soon as it became possible to 
do so, and asked that their visit might be considered a pre- 
nee one, further negotiations to be undertaken at a 

ter date. 


Serbia: Official word was received at the Treasury on 


November 10th, 1923, that the Jugo-Slav Government had 
appointed a Commission to proceed to the United States to 
discuss Jugo-Slavia’s war debt. It is not expected that the 
Commission will depart for the United States unitl the ad- 
journment of the Jugo-Slav legislature. 

Other Countries: The Commission has not been in touch 
in any way with the Governments of Armenia, Austria, 
Greece, Liberia, Nicaragua, or Russia. Under the authority 
of the Lodge Resolution of April 6, 1922, the Secretary of the 
Treasury has consented to the postponement of the payment 
of principal and interest on the Austrian indebtedness for 
twenty years from June 1, 1923.

Tracing the Path of a Bill in Congress 
Reprinted by Request)

Introduced 


HE process followed when a measure is introduced in 

the House may be briefly described. The bill is first 
dropped, let us say, by Mr. X into a basket on the clerk’s 
desk known as “The hopper.” The Speaker’s clerk goes 
through the batch of new bills, and assigns the X bill to the 
committee having jurisdiction. The bill is numbered and 
proper records are made of its introduction and the bill is 
sent to the Government Printing Office, where a number of 
copies of it are struck off. The copies are deposited in the 
Document Room of the House, where they are procurable 
by the members. 


In Committee 


The committee considers the bill at one of its periodic meet- 
ings and decides either to report it in its original form or to 
report it with amendments. Sometimes extensive hearings 
on the bill are accorded its friends and opponents. Let us as- 
sume that the committee approves the X bill either with or 
without amendments. It is then reported to the House by 
the committee, with a recommendation that it be passed. 


On the Calendar 


The Clerk receives it and refers it and the report to the 
Calendar. If it is a public bill involving a charge of money or 
property, it is referred to the Calendar of the Committee of 
the Whole House on the State of the Union. If it is merely 
a public bill, it goes to the House Calendar, and if a private 
bill to the Private Calendar. More records of it are now 
made, and if it has been amended in committee, another 
batch of copies is printed, carrying the Calendar nuraber and 
showing the proposed amendments. 


Taken Up 


Numerous are the ways provided by the House rules for 
taking up a bill, once it is on a Calendar, depending upon its 
nature, whether privileged or not. It may be taken up by 
unanimous consent, may be called up on Caiendar Wednes- 
day by direction of the committee reporting it, may be passed 
under suspensioh of the rules, may come up on certain days 
if it is a private bill, or may take precedence over other bills 
if it is an appropriation or revenue bill. And if in the view 
of the Rules Committee the bill deserves prompt and special 
consideration that committee may bring in a rule for its im- 
mediate consideration and prescribe the terms under which 
it may be considered, overriding all rules save the rule for a 
motion to recommit. 


Debated 


Ordinarily the duration of the debate is determined by the 
importance of the measure. The discussion is generally 
opened by the chairman of the committee in charge, and un- 
less a specified time has been set for debate, it is ended by a 
motion for the “ previous question.” 





Sent to the Senate 


The X bill being passed, that fact is certified by the Clerk 
of the House, and the certified copy is carried by him to the 
Senate, where, after certain formalities, it is received by the 
Vice President and by him referred to the Senate committee 
having jurisdiction of the subject matter. Here it under- 
goes another process of examination. 


In Senate Committee 


The Senate committee, in turn, is at liberty to shelve or 
“pigeonhole” it, to approve as it stands, or to make amend- 
ments of its own. If approved or amended, the X bill is 
reported in due time to the Senate. 


Returned to House 


If passed by that body, it is returned to the House. If 
the bill has been amended by the Senate and the House ac- 
cepts the amendment, that ends the matter and the bill is 
signed by the Speaker and the Vice President and is presented 
by the Committee on Enrolled Bills to the President for his 
approval or rejection, as the case may be. 


In Conference 


But if, on the other hand, the House disagrees to the Sen- 
ate amendments, the Senate is so informed and if it still in- 
sists upon its amendments, each branch appoints representa- 
tives to a joint conference committee, which is charged with 
the duty of compromising the differences between the two 
bills. The committee nearly always reaches an agreement, 
and its report is 2!most invariably confirmed by the vote of 
the two branches. 


Exceptions 


This is an outline of the progress of an ordinary measure 
to final adoption. In the case of bills of major importance, 
as, for example, a general tariff bill, not only the House Ways 
and Means Committee, to which such legislation is confided, 
but the Senate Finance Committee, which exercises a cor- 
responding function for the upper branch, holds public hear- 
ings for the discussion of the legislation in hand. It some- 
times happens that the Senate and House committees are far 
apart in their final conclusions as to the details of grave meas- 
ures, and in such cases a heavy responsibility is intrusted to 
the conference committee. More and more, in both Houses, 
the powers of conference committees are being curtailed. 


Conclusion 


The X bill has a happy fate, compared with the great mass 
of bills submitted. Much of the time of the committees is 
given to the rejection of bills, and the committee rooms are, 
as has been intimated, the graveyards of a very heavy per- 
centage of the Congress offerings. But once a bill escapes 
from the committee into the House it is disposed of with 
clock-like precision. 
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
